In addition to that fact tlic 
d'sea.ses treated by the hospital are not 
infectious or contagious or dangerous to 
others: wdiereas In consnmi)tioii there 1.^ 
great danger to the puldic from a sjiread 
ot the bacilli. I'^verything is done for 
the ailments iiiid diseases tluit are hi- 
iiocuous so far as the genenil public Is 
concerned, and nothing is <Ioiie in resjiect 
to a disease which is ever a monaeo. 
Wh.'it is suggesteil is that the city 
■ihould giv'.' to the treat incut cif tuber- 
culosis a sum otpial to that ratio which 
vxintM between the d-.'aths from lubor- 
culosis and those from otiier diseases. 
Of c^dirse, the apportbuiineul of such a 
grjint is a. matter of detail; luit the iin- 
portnnt thing Is that the city shouhl

it. I'jventtially he seiil the specimens 
to tlie authoritative Xi-w York Zoologi- 
■ I'al Suciety, and aflcr a comparison of 
-all noles extant on the subject of bears, 
'that society has given l.he new speci^.s 
a name, "i'rsu.s Kerinodei," in honor of 
the .voung naturalist of this city who 



wa.s the first to bring it to the atten- 
tion of tlie world. This new white bear 
was lirst brought to light through the 
observations of Mirector Horinnlay of 
I'lie /oolo-_'ical Park, Xew York, wiiile 
in liritisli I'olumbia in 1!'>0(), and the 
elTdrls of Mr. Kerinode, who succei'ded 
i'l seciirini: I lie lirst specimens from Mr.
